There could. of
course, be no restoration at all, ac-
cording to this contention, if the ere-
dentials of the Chinese delegation
could be successfully questioned be-
cause of the Internal conflict between
Peking and Canton. If Peking were
making new grants of Chinese terri-
tory there woud be no doubt about
Its authority. But when It comes to
a return of stolen property. Peking
must first demonstrate an inviolable
title to its own government.
This will have an Important bear-

ing on Russian Interests in the Far
ast. China has at least a govern-
meat recognised by the powers. Rus-

aa has none. Therefore nothing will
e restored to Russia, and the promise
of Russian Integrity, despite mU of
eretary Hughes- fatuous nonsense

about a "moral trusteeship," wRil add
another chapter to the hypocrisy of
the conference.
What Is the Interest of the United
tates In all of this? Jus~t this. The

United States. as the Government
which called the conference and as a
nation which is to subscribe to the
agreemnents that result from It, must
either acoept theme treacherous dec-
trines md stand sponsor for them to
the despoiled peopjes of China and
of Russia, or It must reject thetn.
If It rejects themn, It must wreck the
conference and align Itself against the
onmbned Imnpealisnm of Ungland and

Jap.n.
It is not a pleasant prospect. It

becomes less so when we contem-
pite the show of optimism with
which our State Department represen.
atives nde public the proceedings of

this contgrence session.
